specie la Pennsylvania. Secretary 
James A. Kell of the Department 
of Forests and Waters said today. 
Rarely a community I* without 
tree* that have historic 
associa­ 
tion*. aa shown by the record* of 
big and historic tree* compiled fo r 
year* by the Department, hut few 
trees have had the distinction of 
the old cherry tree that stood ut 
the meeting point of Indiana, Cam­ 
bria and Clearfield Counties Kell 
said. 
The memory of this old cherry 
tree, an important land mark for 
many years and long since disap­ 
peared. la perpetuated by the tri- 
cottttty monument at the lunet Ion 
of the three countlea. 
The tree gained diatinctlon not 
only because three countlea con­ 
verged In the aoli about (ta roots, 
bot because It was a boundary line 
tree of the famous Fort Stanwlx 
Treaty with the Six Nations, con­ 
cluded with the Indiana by (h e 
Proprietary Governors on Novem­ 
ber S, 1768. 
By this treaty a large area of 
laud. extending roughly from To­ 
wanda westward to Kittanning and 
south into Cambria County, w a s 
conveyed to the Province. 
T Ii e 
deed ta recorded In Deed Book No. 
3 at the office In Philadelphia. 
The western boundary of th e 
purchase passed up the south aide 
of the West Branch of the Susque­ 
hanna In Cambria County to t h e 
forks of the Branch at the Canon 
Place, which la now the corner of | 
Indiana. Cambria, and Clearfield; 
Counties. 
The line running from the point I 
‘now called the purchase line." as { 
described In the deed, was run by j 
James Galbraith by order of Stir-; 
veyor General l.uk I ne. bearing the 
date April 7, 1718. 
In the course of time, the cherry 
tree which marked the point w a s 
washed away and other land mark* 
lost. 
By an Act of Assembly of March 
21, IMI, the commissioners of the 
three counties appointed surveyors 
th relocate the Intersection corner. 
After the survey the surveyor* 
recommended the 
erection 
of 
a 
monument to mark the bistort* 
spot. 
bocal opinion that the expense 
should be borne by the State de­ 
ferred the matter until 1813 when 
the clllten* of Cherry Tree took ac­ 
tion and a bill wa* approved by 
the Assembly appropriating $1,500 
for the purpose. 
Work proceeded Immediately and 
the monument was unveiled Novem­ 
ber 16. 1694. O v e r 1,500 persons 
gathered to participate In the dedi­ 
cation. ut wtricb the unveiling ad­ 
dress was made by Governor James 
Beaver. 
A stone wall around the monu 
meut waa provided By a later ap­ 
propriation. 
The land adjoining was donated 
by Wilmer McKeage for the un# of 
the cltlxens of Cherry Tree B o r ­ 
ough. and the Civic Club, c o in* 
posed of women of the community, 
subsequently transferred the un­ 
sightly old river bed into a place 
of beauty.
